Milan, Mich., July 8 (j1>-T he 
federal governm ent took the life 
of Anthony Chebatoris today on a 
gallows in the yard of the federal 
detention farm here. 


Michigan’s first legal execution 
in 108 years m arked the end ot‘ a 
long trail of crim e for Chebatoris,

S. M arshal John J. Bare said 
the hanging of Anthony Cheba­ 
toris today cost the federal gov 
em inent $205.56. 


The expenses of G. Pliil Han­ 
na and two assistants who su­ 
pervised mechanical details of 
the execution were $124; ma­ 
terials and construction of the 
scaffold cost $56.56, and $25 was 
paid Sheriff Ira M. Smith, of 
Midland county, who served as 
hangman.

Tonight his body, unclaimed by 
relatives, awaited consignm ent to 
the earth in a potter’s field. 


Before the gaze of 23 persons 
in a tem porary structure housing 
the 
gallows, 
Chebatoris 
plunged 
through a steel trap door at 5:08 
a. m„ ju st four m inutes after sun­ 
rise. 
Physicians said he was un­ 
conscious 
until 
they pronounced 
him dead at 5:21 a. ni. 


Federal officials proceeded In an 
orderly fashion with 
their 
grim 
task after efforts to transfer the 
execution out of Michigan ended 
in failure. 


Governor Frank Murphy, avowed 
opponent 
to 
capital 
punishm ent, 
who asked President Roosevelt to 
move the hanging to another state, 
termed it “a blot ou Michigan’s 
civilized record.” 


Existence 
of 
a 
long-dormant 
Michigan statute providing hanging 
ajE the penalty for 
treason 
pre­ 
vented 
the 
Ju stice, departm ent, 
th e «situation a t the' 
request, from changing 
for the execution. 
Under 
federal law an execution may not 
be moved from a state which pro­ 
vides th e death penalty. 


Chebatoris was convicted of kill­ 
ing H enry Porter, 
a 
bystander, 
while fleeing after an abortive at­ 
tem pt to rob the Chemical State 
Bank a t Midland, Mich., last Sep­ 
tem ber 9. The robbery was thwart- 
ed when Dr. Frank L. Hardy, sharp- 
shooting dentist with offices above 
the bank, opened fire with a deer 
rifle, wounding Chebatoris and kill­ 
ing his companion. 


Chebatoris attem pted suicide with 
a razor blade while a federal pris­ 
oner in the Saginaw jail, and was 
removed 
to 
Milan 
under 
close 
guard. 


This morning he walked firmly 
up the thirteen steps of the scaf­ 
fold and turned to Phil H anna of 
Epworth, 111., who superintended 
the hanging. 


“Are you Mr. H anna?” he asked. 
“I am ,” H anna replied. 
“Then I know it will be a good 
Job,” said the condemned man. 


The trap was sprung by Sheriff 
Ira M. Smith of Midland county, 
in whose jurisdiction

Lansing, July 8 l(/P)— New rules 
and regulations for th e applica­ 
tion of the sales 
tax 
w ere 
an­ 
nounced today by D raper Allen, 
m anaging director of the state 
board 
of 
tax 
adm inistration. 
M ajor changes covered commer­ 
cial advertising, laundries and dry 
cleaners, and lum ber dealers and 
building and trade contractors. 


U nder the new rules, Allen said, 
printed and lithographed m aterial, 
signs, billboards, posters, commer­ 
cial photography and neon signs 
advertising a particular product 
are exem pt from the sales tax ex­ 
cept w hen used for identification 
purposes. 
Previously, 
printing 
and 
lithographed 
m aterial 
pro­ 
duced upon special order of the 
custom er obtained the only ex­ 
em ption. 


Desk calendars, 
pencils, 
key 
rings and similar advertising m at­ 
ter which have an intrinsic value 
are taxable now on the intrinsic 
value alone. Magazines and house 
orgaus published to convey sales 
prom otion news and employe in­ 
form ation are exempt only when 
produced upon special order of 
the custom er. 


Sales of coal, power, soap, blue­ 
ing and starch to laundries and 
dry cleaners were previously ex­ 
em pt b u t Allen said a recent court 
ruling had held these item s tax­ 
able. 


The new rule on lum ber dealers 
provides that m aterial purchased 
foi* new' construction, additions to 
real property, or for repairs is tax­ 
able, th e seller being held respon­ 
sible for determ ining to what use 
the lum ber is to be put. 
There 
are o th er exemptions for lumber 
used in specified ways. 


B uilding 
supply 
dealers 
and 
w holesalers who aro also contrac­ 
tors a re liable for tax on all sales 
to o th e r contractors or sub-con­ 
trac to rs and on all m aterial used 
in th e ir own contracting work. 
C ontractors with a regularly es­ 
tablished retail store who are also 
engaged in contracting are liable 
to tax .on. all, sales, although al­ 
lowed certain deductions. 
Con­ 
tra cto rs engaged solely 
in 
con­ 
tra ctu a l work are not required to 
procure 
a 
sales 
tax license or 
m ake a monthly tax return but 
sales to them are taxable.

Sales Tax Revised: 


Exemptions Listed 


Lansing. July 8 l(ZP)— New rules 
and regulations for the applica­ 
tion of the sales 
tax 
were 
an­ 
nounced today by Draper Allen, 
managing director of the state 
board 
of 
tax 
administration. 
Major changes covered commer­ 
cial advertising, laundries and dry 
cleaners, and lumber dealers and 
building and trade contractors. 
Under the new rules. Allen said, 
printed and lithographed material, 
signs, billboards, posters, commer­ 
cial photography and neon signs 
advertising a particular product 
are exempt from the sales tax ex­ 
cept when used for identification 
purposes. 
Previously, 
printing 
and 
lithographed 
material 
pro­ 
duced upon special order of the 
customer obtained the only ex­ 
emption. 
Desk calendars, 
pencils, 
key 
rings and similar advertising m at­ 
ter which have an intrinsic value 
are taxable now on the Intrinsic 
value alone. Magazines and house 
organs published to convey sales 
promotion news and employe in­ 
formation are exempt only when 
produced upon special order of 
the customer. 
Sales of coal, power, soap, blue­ 
ing and starch to laundries and 
dry cleaners were previously ex­ 
empt but Allen said a recent court 
ruling had held these items tax­ 
able. 
The new rule on lumber dealers 
provides that material purchased 
for1 now construction, additions to 
real property, or for repairs is tax­ 
able, the seller being held respon­ 
sible for determining to what use 
the lumber is to be put.

Incomes Derived By Governmental Officers

Poison bait for tlio exteminaiion 
of grasshoppers will be distributed 
to Delta county farmers, commenc­ 
ing on Monday, it was announced 
yesterday by E. A. Wennr, county 
agricultural agent. 


A mixing station has been estab­ 
lished at the Stone Anderson mill 
in Rapid River as a WPA project. 
Farmers o* Masonville lownship 
and vicinity may secure the grass­ 
hopper bait at Rapid River, and 
later it will be made available in 
the 
various 
townships. 
Farmers 
are advised to communicate with 
the lownship supervisor in making 
arrangements to secure 
the 
ma­ 
terial. 


Mr. Wenner said that farmers 
are asked to bring bags to compen­ 
sate the county for the containers 
in m*hich the bait ig distributed. 


The bait consists of mill feed, 
sawdust, Hodium arsenate and wat­ 
er. It should be applied at the rate 
of not more than 20 pounds to the 
acre and should be spread evenly 
over the area. 
Mr. Wenner ad­ 
vises appl>ing the poison first in 
the cutover areas, where the hop­ 
pers are now very numerous. Bags 
should be burned and buried after 
emptying to prevent Injury to live 
stock.

The growing of potatoes in Delta 
county is more than a quarter mil* 
lion dollar Industry, and although 
it is growing very rapidly, there 
is still plenty o: room for expan­ 
sion, according to E. A. Wenner, 
county agricutlural agent. 


Recent figures on the potato in­ 
dustry are not abailable, but a re­ 
port issued by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture in 1934 reveals 
that the value of the potato crop 
was $308,927 in that year, leading 
a list of ten crops. 


Statistics for the 
other 
crops 
were as follows: 
hay. 
J246.057; 
oats, $74,660: barley. $40.714; corn, 
$11.900; flax. $161.980; mixed grain. 
$1,339; wheat. $2,855; rye. $4,182: 
and sugar beets. $16.853. The total 
value of the ten leading crops was 
$763.177. 


Most Value Per Acre 


What is of particular significance, 
however, is that while potato grow­ 
ing utilizes only 5.8 per cent of the 
total of 48,702 crop acres in Delta 
county, the value of the tuber crop 
represented 40 per cent of the total 
value in 1934. 
Other crops occu­ 
pied the following percentages of 
the total crop acreage 
in 
Delta 
county in that year; hay, acreage 
47.6 per cent, valvie 32 per cent; 
oats, acreage 11.6, value 9; barley, 
acreage 4.7. value 5; corn, acreage 
44, value 5; sugar beets, acreage 
.5, value 2: rye, acreage .6, value 
.5; wheat, acreage .4, value .3; and 
mixed grain, acreage .2, value .2. 


There has been a steady increase 
in the number of acres planted to 
potatoes in the last decade. 
(Jov- 
emment reports in 1929 showed 
2,300 acres, and in 19,15 a total of 
3,367 acres. According to Mr. W^en- 
ner, there has been a correspond­ 
ing rate of increase during the 
succeeding years.

Toledo Shows Way 


T 
h e city of Toledo la attracting 
much 
attention since the organization of the 
Toledo Industrial Peace 
Board, 
which 
BeekB to iron out labor disputes 
before 
they advance into the strike stage. 


In July of 1935, two 
strikes 
which 
brought bloodshed and death jolted Tol­ 
edo. 
Leaders of the community got to­ 
gether and endeavored to find a way to 
prevent recurrences of this strife. Edward 
McOrady, then assistant secretary of la­ 
bor, suggested that a board of 10 
mem­ 
bers be appointed, five named by 
organ­ 
ized labor and five by employers. 


While the board offers its services in 
mediating disputes, it does not arbitrate, 
that Is, make final decisions binding 
on 
both parties. It does not vote on the right 
and wrong of disputes, does not interfere 
with or assist in unionization campaigns, 
takes no positions like the open shop 
or 
closed shop. 


Though there is no compulsion, only one 
person has thtis far flatly 
rejected 
the 
services of the board. 
On 
its 
growing 
reputation for being genuinely helpful to 
both parties of disputes, and especially to 
the ever-present third party, the commun­ 
ity itself, the board's obvious iisefulness is 
firmly based. 


The municipal budget allocates $7,000 
for the activities of the industrial peace 
board, and it has been money well spent. 
Up to June 15, 19.38. the board has sucess- 
fully handled ISl disputes, involving .30,- 
4S1 
employes. 
Another 
development 
credited to the peaceful industrial 
rela­ 
tions brought about by the board is 
tho 
establishment of 19 
new 
industries 
In 
Toledo, while 27 local plants have expand­ 
ed their operations. 


Labor disputes 
eventually 
must 
be 
fettled and are settled in each instance. 
How much better it is to bring about an 
agreement between employer 
and 
labor 
before a strike tics up 
plant 
operations 
and forces men out of work. 
The Toledo 
plan apparently is one that is going to be 
emulated in many 
other 
communities, 
w’here strikes have brought bloodshed and 
great economic losses. 


Urges Public Control 


T 
h e 
National 
Resources 
committee, 
after giving considerably study to the 
cut-over land problem of the Great Lakes 
region, comes out with recommendations 
for public ownership or public control of 
the land to work out a long-range 
pro­ 
gram of reforestation and development of 
recreational assets. 


The committee's report in part was as 
follows: 


"A construction program for the future 
of those engaged in forestry and agricul­ 
ture must have as its 
central 
objective 
the establishment of a permanent 
forest- 
farm economy, supplemented hy 
recrea­ 
tional developmeni. 


‘’This Involves public ownership or pub­ 
lic control of land ho as to niako po.ssible 
a long range program, 
'i'he 
basis 
for 
Buch a development is being laid in 
the 
Great Lake« out-over region through fed­ 
eral acquisition of large tract.s and 
tho 
passage of rural zoning legislation to pre­ 
vent agricultural settlement of land rec­ 
ommended for permanent forestation. 


“The application of a long range 
pro­ 
gram for restoration and maintenance of 
timber resources on a 
sustained 
yield 
basis, together with the devolpment ot the 
recreational and resort possibilitieH of the 
area would yield employment to a 
con­ 
siderably larger number of people 
than 
are at present engaged In forestry in this 
region." 


In Michigan and moat of the other for­ 
est states, activities along th« line 
of 
those recommended in the report 
have 
been under way for some time. 
National 
forests have been established, and the re­ 
forestation work has Htarted. 
The 
rec­ 
ommendation concerning the curbing 
of 
farm settlement on lands 
unsuited 
for 
agriculture promiseK to be met 
in 
the 
carrying out of the provisions of the land 
zoning act. 
Delta county has been 
the 
leader in the zoning movement, 
and 
is 
now’ preparing an ordinance 
to 
enforce 
rural loning regulations. 


The extension of public control of for- 
ett lands, however, 
depends 
upon 
the 
amount of federal money that is 
appro­ 
priated for acquii-ition of additional acre­ 
age and reforestation work. 
It is prob­ 
able that the resources committee’s 
re­ 
port will cause Congress in the future to 
five more consideration to thih problem.

Army Eyes CCC 


M 
o r e and more. a.s "preparedness” agi­ 
tation begins to gain force, eyes turn 
to the Civilian Conservation Corps. Those 
who believe in increased military prepar­ 
edness are drawn, like flies toward sugar, 
to the hundreds of thousands of 
young 
men passing through the CCC. 


Here, they reflect, is the raw material 
of armies, ready at hand. 


Here are young, eager fellows receiving 
outdoor physical training under the super­ 
vision of army officers, learning the rudi­ 
ments of discipline in the necessities 
ot 
living together. 
Why 
not 
utilize 
this 
material, ready at hand, as the nucleus of 
a military trained reserve? 
All it would 
take would be a little 
cloae-order 
and 
small-arms drill to convert 
this 
great 
body of youth into a valuable military re­ 
serve. 


It sounds, superficially, attractive. But 
it ought to he resisted with the last ounce 
of strength. 


The key to the reason why 
this 
plan 
won’t do was unwittingly uttered by Maj.- 
Gen. Hugh Drum in a message 
to 
CCC 
boysin the Chicago area. 
General Drum 
said; 


"Enrollees come from 
all 
walks 
of 
American life . . .” 


No, general. 
Enrollees come from only 
one walk of American life. 
That is 
the 
all-too-great stratum which has been un­ 
able to find a place in the "regular” econ­ 
omy of the country. 
The CCC enrolees 
are the children of need, and the sons of 
necessity. 


That, general. Is not the basis on which 
to build an army reserve. 
Quito 
apart 
from the question of whether 
Increased 
military training is necessary is the ques­ 
tion of how it ought to be provided if it 
I» necessary. 
Thousands of 
boys 
have 
found no hotter school than the streets, 
no better occupation than 
Idle 
wasting. 
For the government to give them an op­ 
portunity to go to the woods, live in 
a 
healthy manner, learn a trade and earn 
some money meanwhile—that is all to the 
good. 
But to go on from there and say, 
"Now we will also train you as soldiers, 
to be first If military need arises”— that 
would bo a gross betrayal. 


It would be a grave denial of 
democ­ 
racy, and a mockery, in that even the Eu­ 
ropean systems of universal service are 
more democratic, for they make all men 
subject to military training, not merely 
those fro whom the economic machine has 
not been able to find a use. 


If we aro to have mass military train­ 
ing. or universal service, let us have it as 
such, so we will know where wo are go­ 
ing, and not slide it in under cover of a 
civilian works program 
mado 
necessary 
hy other failures. 
If young 
men 
mtist 
tiain for war, let it be all young men, not 
a group made helpless by forces 
beyond 
them

London—With Nazi fireworks 
blazing 
up in many countries contiguous to 
Ger­ 
many, Anton .\drian Mussert, 
would-be 
Fuehrer of Holland, went up like a 
ten- 
cent skyrocket and came 
down 
like 
a 
btirnt matchstick. 


While this is evidence that the 
stout 
and sturdy Dutch aro slow to run 
after 
strange gods, the 
currently 
discredited 
Mussert continues to sit Iu his handsome 
Utrecht office, gazing at portraits ot Hit­ 
ler and 
Mussolini, 
and 
dreaming 
his 
dreams— still ‘‘boring from within” 
tho 
Motherlands In behalf of Fascism. 


It was in in.’U that Mussert. then Chief 
Engineer to the Ministry of Waterways In 
Utrecht, started his own Nazi 
organifa- 
tion. He chose Hitler as his model. 
Like 
Hitler, he does not 
smoko 
nor 
drink 
strong liquor. 
Unlike Hitler, ho Is noth­ 
ing of a public speaker. 


— APES H1TLRR, MUSSOLINI— 


Again, just as Hitler copied a 
lot 
of 
Mussolini’s Stunts, so Mussert copied from 
both of them. 
He adopted a red and black 
flag. 
He took as a symbol a wolf trap, 
this being a reminder of the days 
long 
ago when Dutch peasants had to 
battle 
against hungry w’olves which ranged the 
country in winter. 
Just as the Nazis chant 
"Hell Hitler” and the Fascists sing "Duce, 
Duce,” he taught his followers to 
"Hou 
Zee,** a greeting used In olden days 
by 
crewB of departing Dutch ships. 


From Mussolini ho took the Idea 
of 
clothing his partisans In black shirts. His 
platform was a muzzy attack on 
democ­ 
racy as being weak in its fight on com­ 
munism, and a general set of promises of 
efficiency In government and better times 
tor most of tho people. 
Like the Nazis, 
he adopted a strong dose ot anti-Semitism. 


The Dutch didn’t take him 
seriously 
until 1933. 
Hitler cnme to power In Ger­ 
many and there was a bad bnslnesi 
do- 
pression In Holland, with consequent un­ 
employment. 
Mussert made converts In 
tho rural districts bordering on the 
Ger­ 
man frontier and among the disillusioned 
workmen In tho industrial cities. 
In th« 
election of 1935, he polled eight per cent 
of tho country’s total vote and some ot 
his followers wore elected to Parliament. 


From that time on his decline hecamo 
marked. 
The democratic elements In the 
population began to 
fight. 
Forty 
per 
cent ot tho Dutch population 
Is 
Roman 
Catholic and their adherents were allvo to 
the persecution 
of 
their 
co-rellgionlsts 
across the border in Nazi Germany. 
Tho 
Jews- ancient residents of Holland— also 
took alarm. 
Hut the great, sturdy Protes­ 
tant majority was not behind. 
It was de­ 
termined also that Holland's long reputa­ 
tion for freedom, democracy 
and 
toler­ 
ance shotild bo nuiintained.

Sectire in this knowledge, Premier Col- 
ijn effected the passage of nmny

Case has been in New York, studying 
on 
the spot the great mystery of 
June 
20, 
w'hen the desert of the Stock 
Exchange 
bloomed with orders overnight. 


His confidential report to the SEC 
is 
that, after American stocks 
Jumped 
on 
the London m arket that Monday morning, 
foreign orders were wired 
to 
the 
New 
York exchange in large numbers. 
These 
hit the exceedingly thin m arket 
at 
the 
opening, forcing heavy covering 
by 
the 
short'sellers. 
And, as the shorts and the 
foreigners Jumped In, the 
large 
Invest­ 
ment trusts followed. 
The 
trusts 
hava 
been keeping their, cash in their socks for 
a sunny day, and. fearing to be left 
be­ 
hind, gave the final Impetus to 
the 
up­ 
ward surge. 


Such Is the SEC explanation. 
It con­ 
trasts amusingly with the ones heard In 
Wall Street. 
One of these Is that “ W ash­ 
ington buying" started the m arket, 
tha 
notion being th at the President used tha 
stabilization fund of the treasury, or tha 
Works Program funds, or some 
equally 
unavailable hoard to take a 
secret 
and 
quite illegal flier In the stocks. 
Another, 
almost as silly. Is that Joseph P. Kennedy 
and other New Deallsh money-bags form- ‘ 
ed a pool to rig the market, as a genteel 
favor to the W hite House.

BOOM*S MEAKING 


Opinion here Is sharply divided on the 
economic meaning ot the 
bull 
m arket, 
which seems to be as generally mystifying 
as the m arket’s real origin. 


As usual, the citadel of optimism Is the 
treasury, where the upward surge of the 
stocks Is considered proof that happy days 
are here again. 
According to high treas­ 
ury officials, tho m arket has accurately 
reflected an unseen but positive 
recent 
Improvement in tho business picture. They 
assert that, in many such Industries 
as 
textiles, demand had begun to 
outrun 
supply, and that, the 
cheerful 
feelings 
thereby inspired in many business 
men 
found a natural expression on the 
ex­ 
change. 


These optimists predict, therefore, that 
there will bo a marked upturn, 
carrying 
the Federal Reserve Board production in­ 
dex from its present level of 76 to near 90 
before the year's end. 
They also expact

At the reserve board, on the other hand, 
a wary mournfulness 
prevails.

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Toledo Shows Way 
T 
HE city of Toledo is attracting 
much 
attention since th e organization of the 
Toledo Industrial Peace 
Board, which 
seeks to iron out labor 
disputes before 
they advance into the strik e stage. 
In July of 1935, two 
strikes which 
bro u g h t bloodshed and death jolted Tol­ 
edo. 
Leaders of th e community got to­ 
gether and endeavored to find a way to 
prevent recurrences of this strife. Edward 
McGrady, then assistant secretary of la­ 
bor, suggested th a t a board of IO 
m em­ 
bers be appointed, five named by 
organ­ 
ized labor and five by employers. 
While the board offers its services in 
mediating disputes, it does not arbitrate, 
th a t is, make, final decisions binding 
on 
both parties. 
It does not vote on the right 
and wrong of disputes, does not interfere 
with or assist in unionization campaigns, 
takes no positions like the open shop 
or 
closed shop. 
Though there is no compulsion, only one 
person has thus far flatly 
rejected 
the 
services of the hoard. 
On 
its 
growing 
reputation for being genuinely helpful to 
both parties of disputes, and especially to 
th e ever-present third party, th e co m m u n ­ 
ity itself, the board’s obvious usefulness is 
firmly based. 
The municipal budget allocates $7,OOO 
for th e activities of the industrial peace 
board, and it has been money well spent. 
P p to J u n e 15, 1938. the board has sucess- 
fully handled IS I disputes, involving 30,- 
481 
employes. 
A nother 
development 
credited to th e peaceful industrial 
rela­ 
tions brought about by the board is 
the 
establishment of 19 
new 
industries 
in 
Toledo, while 27 local plants have expand­ 
ed their operations. 
Labor disputes 
eventually 
m ust 
be 
settled and are settled in each instance. 
How much better it is to bring about an 
agreement between employer 
and 
labor 
before a strike ties up 
plant 
operations 
and forces men ou t of work. 
The Toledo 
plan apparently is one that is going to be 
em ulated in many 
other 
communities, 
w here strikes have brought bloodshed and 
g reat economic losses. 


Urges Public Control 
T 
H E 
National 
Resources 
committee, 
afte r giving considerably study to the 
cut-over land problem of the Great Lakes 
region, comes out with recom m endations 
for public ownership or public control of 
th e land to work out a long-range 
p ro­ 
gram of reforestation and development of 
recreational assets. 
The committee's rep o rt in p art was as 
follows: 
“A construction program for the fu tu re 
of those engaged in forestry and agricul­ 
t u r e m u st have as its 
central 
objective 
th e establishment of a perm anent 
forest- 
farrn economy, supplemented by 
recrea­ 
tional development. 
< 
“ This involves public ownership or pu b ­ 
lic control of land so as to make possible 
a long range program. 
The 
basis 
for 
such a development is being laid in 
the 
Great Lakes cut-over region th rough fed­ 
eral acquisition of large tracts and 
the 
passage of rural zoning legislation to pre­ 
vent agricultural settlement of land rec­ 
om m ended for perm anent forestation.

The CCC. enrolees 
are the children of need, and th e sons of 
necessity. 
That, general, is not the basis on which 
to build an army reserve. 
Quite 
apart 
from the question of w hether 
increased 
military training is necessary is the ques­ 
tion of how it ought to he provided if it 
is necessary. 
Thousands of 
boys 
have 
found no better school than the streets, 
no better occupation than 
idle 
wasting. 
For the government to give them an op­ 
portunity to go to the woods, live in 
a 
healthy manner, learn a trade and earn 
some money m eanwhile— th a t is all to the 
good. 
But to go on from th ere and say, 
“ Now we will also train you as soldiers, 
to he first if m ilitary need arises"— th a t 
would he a gross betrayal. 
It would be a grave denial of

racy. and a mockery, in that even the E u ­ 
ropean systems of universal service are 
m ore democratic, for they m ake all men 
subject to military training, not merely 
those fro whom the economic m achine has 
not been able to find a use. 


If we are to have mass military tr a i n ­

Again, just as Hitler copied a 
lot 
of 
Mussolini’s stunts, so Mussert copied from 
both of them. 
He adopted a red and black 
flag. 
He took as a symbol a wolf trap, 
this being a rem inder of the days 
long 
ago when Dutch peasants had to 
battle 
against hungry wolves which ranged the 
country in winter. 
Just as the Nazis chant 
“ Heil H itle r" and th e Fascists sing “ Duce, 
Duce,” he ta u g h t his followers to 
“ HOU 
Zee,” a greeting used in olden days 
by 
crews of departing Dutch ships. 
F ro m Mussolini he took the idea 
of 
clothing his partisans in black shirts. His 
platform was a muzzy attack on 
democ­ 
racy as being weak in its fight on com­ 
m unis m. and a general set of promises of 
efficiency in government and better times 
for most of th e people. 
Like th e Nazis. 
he adopted a strong dose of anti-Semitism.

kit. 
Home repairs are apt to be 
makeshifts, and it is wise to put 
the car In the hands of a respon­ 
sible mechanic.

Some drivers have accidents be­ 


cause of physical defects — bad 
eyesight, senses dulled by fatigue, 
carbon monoxide, alcohol, or 
a 
combination of these things. 
A 
greater number get into trouble 
because they do not know how to 
drive. 
They have never learned 
proper methods 6t making turns, 
backing and signaling; they fall 
to 
observe 
right-of-way 
rules, 
traffic signs and signals, and their 
obligation toward others on the 
highway. 
But the greatest num- 
ber of drivers who have accidents 
are not physically defective, nor 
are they Ignorant of traffic rules. 
They simply take chances by go­ 
ing too fast, passing other cars 
on hills and curves and 
crossing 
railroad tracks without 
looking. 
They don’t slow down at Intersec­ 
tions, and they expect other driv­ 
ers and pedestrians to get out of 
their way. 


The higher the speed the worse 
the accident. 
At 30-39 miles an 
hour, one accident in 36 Is fatal. 
At 50 miles an hour and over, one 
accident In 11 is fatal. 
Traffic 
experts say that If every driver un­ 
derstood exactly what distance Is 
necessary for stopping his car at 
any particular 
speed, 
accidents 
would be greatly reduced.

It’s Important — and

out your reaction time, your rat­ 
ing on vigilance and speed esti­ 
mation, and

well Informed younger and older 
drivers are on traffic regulations 
and good driving practices.

Some drivers have accidents be­

They have never learned 
proper methods 6f making turns, 
backing and signaling; they fail 
to 
observe 
right-of-way 
rules, 
traffic signs and signals, and their 
obligation toward others on the 
highway. 
But the greatest num ­ 
ber of drivers who have accidents 
are not physically defective, nor 
are they ignorant of traffic rules. 
They simply take chances by go­ 
ing too fast, passing other cars 
on hills and curves and 
crossing 
railroad tracks without 
looking. 
They don’t slow down at intersec­ 
tions, and they expect other driv­ 
ers and pedestrians to get out of 
their w'ay. 
The higher the speed the worse 
the accident. 
At 30-39 miles an 
hour, one accident in 35 is fatal. 
At 50 miles an hour and over, one 
accident in l l is fatal. 
Traffic 
experts say that if every driver un­ 
derstood exactly what distance is 
necessary for stopping his car at 
any particular 
speed, 
accidents 
would be greatly reduced. 
Have the various 
drivers 
in 
your family had their skill test­ 
ed? 
It’s important — and 
an 
amusing game as .well— to 
find 
out your reaction time, your rat­ 
ing on vigilance and speed esti­ 
mation, and 
your 
susceptibility 
to glare blindness. 
Instruments 
for measuring these

factors have been developed. Ask 
a local traffic official or an auto­ 
mobile dealer about them. Then, 
too, you might play

testing 
game at home to determine how 
well informed younger and older 
drivers are on traffic regulations 
and good driving practices.

NEW BICYCLE 
LAW ENFORCED 


Riders Not Permitted on 
Streets; Strict 
Enforcement 
City 


The Manistique city police have 
announced* 
an 
energetic 
cam­ 
paign to regulate bicycle traffic 
in the community, following the 
enactment 
of a 
new 
ordinance 
covering the situation. 
The ordinance provides that all 
cyclists m ust ride their vehicles 
on the streets, keeping off the 
sidewalk*. 
W hen 
two 
or 
more 
cyclists ride together, ‘hey must 
be in single file. Bicycles must 
be equipped with lights for night 
driving, a w hite headline in front 
and a red light or reilex reflec­ 
tor in 
the rear. 
Cyclists 
must 
have two hands on the handle 
bars 
at 
all 
times 
when 
the 
machine is in operation, and only 
one rider is permitted on each 
bicycle. 
Several 
cylists 
were 
brought 
into justice court for violating 
the 
new 
regulations 
yesterday 
and paid court fines. 
The ordinance was given im ­ 
mediate 
effect 
when 
it 
was 
adopted by the council, but police 
gave cyclists an opportunity to 
understand the ordinance before 
rigid enforcement was under tak­ 
en. 
Henceforth the ordinance will 
be strictly enforced and all per­ 
sons found violating the regula­ 
tions will be arrested and brought 
into Justice court. The ordinance 
provides for a maximum fine of 
$10 or a jail sentence not to ex­ 
ceed ten days.

One angler used 
large shiners and chubs cut into 
three baits— tail, head and mid­ 
section— and showed the writer

fellows. 
One 
perch 
weighing one pound and 5 ounces 
and measuring 13*^ inches long 
was caught off the Maywood slab 
dock W ednesday by a Detroiter. 
Second best baits in order of pop­ 
ularity are worms and perch eyes. 
Schools are In their weed-bank 
feeding grounds in fairly 
deep 
water. Hand lines are faster but 
the fly rod gives enjoyment. 
“ BASS— The 
Escanaba 
river 
above the No. 3 dam offers plenty 
of action. One fisherman caught 
two nice ones Wednesday evening
